Douglas Nears 
End of Debate 
Against Gas Bill 


WASHINGTON «W—Sen. Paul H. 
Douglas, the college professor turn­ 
ed politician, today neared tne end 
of a prolonged lecture to the Sen­ 
ate against the natural gas bill. 
The Illinois D em ocrat carried his 
talk against the bill into its fourth 
day even though most of the Sen­ 
ate was “ cutting class” on him. 
He expected to wind up his speech 
today 
As ho did at the beginning, Doug­ 
las at the end ham m ered away at 
the theme that passage of the bill 
would “ gouge” gas consumers of 
hundreds of millions of dollars in 
increased gas rates. The bill would 
exempt independent natural gas 
producers from direct federal price 
control. 
In his marathon speech Douglas 
has given a markedly inattentive 
Senate 
a detailed study of the 
multi-billion-dollar natural gas in­ 
dustry, such as only an economics 
professor would present. 
The senator privately describes 
it as probably one of the most 
definitive studies ever made of the 
industry. The 200-page, 50,000-word 
speech is the product of months of 
research by Douglas and his staff. 
Douglas at times seemed dis­ 
m ayed by the fact that only a few 
senators at any one point have 
been on the floor to hear him 
speak. 
But six hours a day he 
talked away, most of the tim e in 
a low monotone, sometimes rising 
to an oratorical crescendo as he 
reached a conclusive point. 
The barrel-chested, silver-haired 
Douglas occasionally wearied and 
leaned on the arm of his chair for 
rest. 
It was a violation of Senate 
rules, but nobody thought of calling 
him on the point. Some times oth­ 
er senators broke in for questions, 
touching off a round-robin of a r ­ 
guments. 
“ I speak for the 21 million A m er­ 
ican families and for approxim ate­ 
ly 80 million Am ericans who con­ 
sume gas,” Douglas said in his 
speech today.

Search for 
Killer Irvin 
Spreads to N. Y. 


PRINCETON, 
Ind. WI — The 
search for mass killer Leslie Irvin, 
31. who escaped from an Indiana 
jail a week ago tonight, swung 
from the West to New York today. 
A letter dated Jan. 22 and post­ 
marked Brooklyn. N. Y., was sign­ 
ed with Irvin’s name and mailed 
to Mrs, Ruth Patton, a St. Louis 
hotel waitress. She told authorities 
last week she saw Irvin in the 
coffee shop where she works. 
The letter quoted Irvin as saying 
“ I have no intention of killing you” 
because Mrs. Patton “ delayed tell­ 
ing police about seeing me for 12 
hours.” But it added: 
“ There ave many other people 
who I intend to kill.” 
A city official in Evansville, Ind., 
where 
Irvin was 
arrested last 
spring in six slayings in Indiana 
and Kentucky, saw the letter re­ 
produced on a United Press fac­ 
simile printer and said he believed 
it was Irvin’s handwriting. 
City 
controller 
Paul Padgett, 
who is considered a handwriting 
expert with experience in criminal 
trials, checked the letter against 
samples of Irvin’s writing on file 
in the Evansville police departm ent 
and said “ I believe it’s the same 
m an.”
